warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.s.c. 13^) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be part to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required. 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the 
interview unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The aspect of the claims having been previously rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, was discussed. Mr. 
Schodin directed attention to page 53, line 23, bridgint to page 56, line 2, as setting forth operational conditions under 
which the claimed method could be practiced. Mr. Sisson indicated that the cited pages set forth operational limits of a 
disclosed device but do not set forth the conditions under which any one biological element is to be analyzed. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that the claims are considered to encompass the biological elements disclosed at page 1 , second 
paragraph. Mr. Sisson noted that said paragraph does not present a closed set of such biological elements and as 
such, the claims have been interpreted as encompassing all of the listed as well as additional elements. Mr. Sisson 
commented that as presently written, claims 1 and 4 seemingly encompass gel electrophoresis of nucleic acids. Mr. 
Sisson also noted that claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 seemingly encompass denaturing gel electrophoresis where a multimer 
protein is first placed in the gel and the subunits are isolated and/or "unzipped". Mr. Schodin indicated that it was not 
the intention of applicant to claim a method of gel electrophoresis and would consider possibly filing an amendment to 
the claims. 

Mr. Schodin indicated that the claimed method can be practiced where a large electrical current is passed through the 
biological element for a brief time period, e.g., milliseconds, and that this is performed prior to the introduction of the 
test sample. Mr. Sisson indicated that those limitations are not present in the claims and suggested that applciant 
consider bringing into the claims those limitations which are both adequately supported by the original disclosure and 
which will serve to distinguish the claimed method from prior art methods. 

Subsequent to the interview Mr. Sisson faxed to Mr. Schodin a copy of the abstract of US Patent 6,071 ,394 (Cheng et 
al.) 7/6/2000; and "Biochips on CMOS: an active matrix address," Caillat et al., Sensors and Actuators, B (1999) 
B61(1-3), 154-162 (STN Abstract No. 132:217628 CA). 
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
